The colder weather chronicled in 
last issue was fortunately short in 
duration, and has been suceeded by 
a spell of fine sunshiny weather, 
with light winds, and local showers.

Possessions generally, and wher - 
ever the two cent rate applies, to 
| become effective on and from the 


15th April, 1915.

| War Stamp for sale by Postmas- 
ters and other postage stamp ven- 
dors, 

Wherever possible, stamps on 
which the word ‘*War ‘l'ax” have 
been printed should be used for 
prepayment of the War Tax, but 
|should ordinary postage stamps 
, be used for this purpose, they will 
| be accepted. 
This War 


Stamp or ad- 
|should be affixed to the upper 
lright hand portion of the address 
side of the envelope or post card, 
|close to the regular postage so 
that it may be readily cancelled 
at the same time as the postage. 

In the event of failure on the 
part of the sender through over- 
sight or negligence to prepay 
the war tax on each letter or 
post card above specified; such a 
letter or postcard will be sent im- 
mediately to the nearest Branch 
Dead Letter Office. 

It is essential that postage on 
all classes of mail should be pre- 
paid by means of ordinary post- 
age stamps. The War Tax 
stamp will not be accepted in any 
case for the prepaynent of post- 
age.

Mr Lawrie’s article is as follows 
MY EXPERIENCE WITH A 
HAY CROP 


To grow a hay crop successfully 


in the semi-arid belt of Southern 
Alberta water is a necessity, Such 
is my experience, Several vears 


ago I was struck by the concensus 
of opinion as to the value of alfalfa 
both as a forage crop and in!rotation. 
Occupying irrgated laud, I felt 
confident that with proper prepar- 
ation I would at least be able to 
water the crop when necessary, so 
that in 1913 | decided to risk seed- 
ing ten acres toalfalfa. Not having 
any summerfallow—which is con- 
sidered ideal for a seed bed—I wait- 
ed till | had completed spring seed- 
ing before plowing for alfalfa. 1 
plowed about six inches deep, har- 
rowed it well, and levelled the 
whole area with a homemade level- 


ler, Proper levelling is one of the 
secrets of success in irrigation- 
The weather being very dry at the 


time, | delayed seeding until it look- 
ed like showery weather, and early 
in June conditions appeared favor- 
able. 

First I proc aired 1000 lbs of inocul 
ed earth taken from an alfalfa field, 
and in the evening carefully broad- 
casted it over the Jand. The 
following morning I sowed the 
seed, which was of the Turkestan 
variety, at the rate of 14 lbs to the 
acre, ising a small hoedrill with a 
grass-seed attachment allowing the 
hoes to drag. By this means 
the inoculated soil was stirred into 
the soil and the ground loosened to 
cover the seed, It is important not 
to bury the seed too deep, one inch 
being ample, After cross harrow-
